Louis Paulhan the daring French 
aviator, who has been giving success¬ 
ful demonstrations with flying ma¬ 
chines at Los Angeles, will give the 
same at Tanforan Park near this 
city, commencing Sunday and con¬ 
tinuing Monday and Tuesday. 

, Paulhan will endeavor to break the 
endurance record in the air, in addi¬ 
tion to duplicating other of his Los 
* Angeles performances. 

Paulhan will bring with him the 
Farman biplanes with which he made 
thp spectacular long-distance and alti¬ 
tude flights in Los Angeles, and will 
also show the Bleriot monoplane, the 
duplicate of the machine which car¬ 
ried its inventor across the English 
channel. 

In addition to Paulhan, demonstra¬ 
tions will be made by two associates, 
Mason and Miscarol. 
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The Southern Pacific Company has 
arranged to bring large excursions 
f from out of town points to Ban Fran- 
oisco for the meet. The company will 
also run special trains under ten Min¬ 
ute headway to Tanforan from Ban 
Francisco during the three days of the 
meet and will be prepared to carry 20,- 
000 people daily to the contest. A rate 
of 50 cents for the round trip has been 
fixed by the railroad. 

The United Railroads will also run 
specials during the meet and will be 
prepared to carry as many passengers 
as the Southern ' Pacific. The street 
car rate from Ban Francisco to Tanfor¬ 
an and back is 80 cents.

The city Board of Trustees held its 
regular weekly meeting last Monday 
night. 

A communication was received from 
Andy Buerk of Uncle Tom’s Cabin 
offering to contribute to the city $156 
towards improving San Bruno road in 
this city from Grand avenue to the 
railroad crossing, a distance of about 
two blocks. 

Upon motion of trustee McSweeney,

The case of Mike Millett, charged 
with selling liquor without a license at 
the County Line saloon on the Mission 
road was up before Justice McSweeney 
on Wednesday.

PRISON LIFE OF 
C. W. MORSE. 

How Convicted Banker Will Fare 
In Atlanta Jail. 


ENTITLED TO SOME PRIVILEGES 


Placed In First Class Prisoners, but 
Must Undergo a Rigid Routine—Still 
Game and Determined to Fight on In 
Courts—He Takes Much Pleasure In 
a Poem. 

When the big steel door of the Unit¬ 
ed States penitentiary at Atlanta, Ga„ 
recently swung shut behind Charles 
W. Morse of New York, but yesterday 
a man of millions, he had ceased to 
exist socially. The quondam ice king, 
banker and master of great fleets, who 
was intrusted with the care of many 
millions and convicted of being faith¬ 
less to the trust, had begun his fifteen 
year sentence. He had become convict 
No. 2814, and after all the formalities 
had been concluded, clad in an ill fit¬ 
ting suit of rough blue clothes, he was 
marched into the big dining hall and 
with negroes, Indians, Chinamen and 
whites of every condition took his first 
meal under the roof that is to shut out 
his liberty for fifteen years. 

No. 2814 henceforth supplants Morse’s 
name. He has been put in the first 
grade of prisoners, which entitles him 
to all the privileges that the best be¬ 
haved may enjoy. As such he need 
not wear the stripes save when he is

on the outside of tin? building, the 
warden, William H. Moyer, having dis¬ 
carded this mark in favor of the blue 
uniform. 

Morse must abide by rules that gov¬ 
ern tlic employment of every moment 
of his day. Speech is denied him ex¬ 
cept at stated times, even at his meals. 

Still to Fight For Freedom. 

He is still full of fight and said to a 
reporter shortly before the prison doors 
closed on him: 

My last words a- a free man are to re¬ 
iterate that 1 am an innocent man. 1 am 
the victim largely of circumstances and 
unscrupulous methods, but the battle is 
not yet over, although 1 have suffered a 
heavy defeat. 

I shall protest against imprisonment on 
the ground that by commitment is illegal. 
But this is more or less a formal motion. 
There are other steps to be taken, and on 
these I am raising high hopes. Martin 
Littleton, my counsel, will be here in a 
day or two, and then we shall discuss in 
detail the plans to be pursued. 

I detest whining, but in justice to my¬ 
self I must say, what every man who is 
conversant with affairs In New York 
must know, that I was the victim of a 
clique who feared me. I Incurred their 
enmity, and they set about to encompass 
my destruction. How they did It Is a 
matter of history. But I have suffered 
reverses before and have survived them. 

I shall, I hope, survive this too. But It Is 
hard, hard to make myself think this way 
at my time of life. I am an old man 
now, and fifteen years out of my life—oh, 

I cannot believe that It will have to be! 

One of his companions recalled the 
lines from Oscar Wilde’s beautiful 
“Ballad of Reading Gaol" running: 

“His step seemed light and gay, but 
I never saw a man who looked so 
wistfully at the day.” 

Takes Pleasure In Poem. 

Morse mused for a moment. 

“I can feel those things now,” he 
said. “They come straight home. 
While I was in the Tombs a friend 
sent me the verses called ‘Invictus,’ by 
W. E. Henley. I wish I had brought 
them with me.” 

He was glad when he learned that 
one of the party recalled them and 
wrote them out for him. The lines 
of the poem "Invictus” are as follows: 

Out of the night that covers me, 

Black as the pit from pole to pole, 

I thank whatever gods there be 

For my unconquerable soul. 


m the fell clutch of circumstance 

I have not winced or cried aloud. 

Under the bludgeonings of fate 

My head is bloody, but unbowed. 

It matters not how strait the gate, 

How charged with punishment the scroll, 
I am the master of my fate, 

I am the captain of my soul. 

He read the lines and as hq put them 
In his pocket remarked that he hoped 
he would be permitted to keep them. 

“Did I feel myself guilty my outlook 
would be black indeed,” he said, “but 
I do not think my life a failure, at 
least not yet. No matter what they 
do to me, they can’t kill my spirit. It 
Is because of this sentiment that I love 
Henley’s lines. Every man’s voice, 
raised for me or against me, Is of 
avail, and so I ask the aid of every 
man who may believe that a wrong 
has been done me. That is all I want 
to say. Goodby.” 

That was his valedictory. 

Allowed Two Visitors a Month. 

Morse is permitted two visitors each 
month, besides special calls of urgent 
nature, so long as he is in the first 
grade. He may receive letters and 
books and may write one letter every 
two weeks, but all of his communica¬ 
tions are subject to the warden’s scru¬ 
tiny. 

He can purchase out of the money 
he left with the warden, something 
like $200, a black tie and tooth paste 
and hairbrush and a looking glass, 
but he is not permitted to buy any 
additions to the menus. Here is the 
daily bill of fare: 

Breakfast—Potatoes, bread, butter and 
coff©©. 

Dinner — Roast beef, sweet potatoes, 
bread and water. 

Supper—Pie, bread, butter and tea. 

A sample of the daily routine for 
convict No. 2S14 is: 6:30 a. m„ rising 
gong: 7:15, a. m„ roll call; 7:20; a. m„ 
sick report; 7:30 a. m., breakfast; 8 a. 
m., work; 11:45 a. m., recall; 12:lo p. 
m., dinner; 12:45 p. m„ work; 4:15 p. 
m„ recall; 4:35 p. in., supper; 6 p. m.. 
musical hour; 7 to 9, quiet and reading, 
smoking permitted; 9 p. m., lights out. 
sleep. 

At meals different motions of the 
hand indicate different wants. The 
hand upraised means water, extended 
to the right means something else, and 
then to the left it has another meaning. 

It is likely Morse will be put to cleri¬ 
cal work, as he is not strong enough 
to do outside work.. 

WATERLESS BATHING. 


A Good Rub and an Air Bath a Sub¬ 
stitute For the Tub. 

The conditions and conventions oi 
our civilization demand frequent bath¬ 
ing. It is popularly supposed that this 
frequent bathing is essential to health. 

“This is quite untrue.” says the Med¬ 
ical Journal. “We have seen fine and 
vigorous men among the habitants of 
Canada who had never taken a full 
bath in their lives. Were the truth 
known, mauy thousands of our fellow 
citizens probably know uothing of the 
alleged benefits of the tub. though 
maintaining excellent average health. 

“Such people do not present the 
fresh and pleasing appearance of the 
frequent bather, however long lived 
they may be. is not, however, much 
of the benefit attributed to the water 
in reality due to the complete exposure 
of the skin to the air? 

“The respiratory function of the 
skin is of high importance, and, al¬ 
though water may be dispensed with, 
closing the pores to air would result 
in speedy asphyxiation. The historic 
instance of the boy who impersonated 
John the Baptist In a mediaeval pro¬ 
cession and whose body was covered 
with gold leaf with rapidly fatal re¬ 
sults is proof. 

“The ice cold bath is a superstition; 
it is a pastime for the abnormally 
vigorous, not desirable for the average 
civilized man. A bath not too cold is 
really an agreeable stimulant as well 
ns being a luxury. The feeling of well 
being after a bath can hardly be ob¬ 
tained in any other way, and the 
rapid multiplication of tubs In hotels 
and private residences, soon to ap 
proacb one to the individual, shows 
how they are appreciated.

To illustrate: In the case of the 
Menlo Park saloon men, the board, 
without a dissenting voice, re¬ 
versed the District Attorney, and 
refused to be guided byihis opinion. 

In the case of the request of the 
Grand Jury, asking the board to 
instruct the District Attorney to 
bring a eh il suit to compel the 
banks having county funds on 
deposit to pay 2 per cent in¬ 
terest to the county, the same 
board by a vote of 3 to 2 re¬ 
fused the request, and backed 
their refusal up by the opinion of 
the District Attorney. 


In the San Francisco Chronicle of 
January 19th, 1910, is published a col¬ 
umn article purporting to be an in¬ 
terview with Mr. Kertell, foreman of 
thegrand jury of this county now in 
session, in which Mr. Kertell endeav¬ 
ors to explain the County and Muni¬ 
cipal Deposit Act of 1907, and why the 
grand jury has taken up the matter of 
the depositing of the county funds in 
several of the banks of the county, and 
finally criticizes the treasurer and the 
banks where deposits have been made 
for what he terms “transgressions of 
of the law.” 

As attorneys for the treasurer and 
two of said banks, and lirmly believ¬ 
ing that the'law has not been trans¬ 
gressed by either the treasurer or the 
banks, we feel that the taxpayers and 
citizens of this county wish full in¬ 
formation concerning the matter in 
question, and we therefore beg leave to 
make the following statement: 

THE TREASURER HAS NO VAUI.T IN 
WHICH TO KEEP COUNTY MONEY. 

It is a well known fact that never, 
in more than thirty years past, has 
the county provided any county treas¬ 
urer with an office or vault or proper 
safe for the protection or safe keeping 
of the county money, and that during 
the entire incumbency of Mr. Cham¬ 
berlain as treasurer, continuing over a 
period of 27 years, his only office has 
been his general merchandise store, 
and no one would for a moment con¬ 
sent to deposit any considerable sum 
of money in the alleged “safe” furnish¬ 
ed him by the county. During all of 
this time every chairman of the board 
of supervisors, every district attorney, 
and every ailditor, has accepted and 
counted as cash certilicates of deposit 
and statements of account with banks, 
showing sums of money to the credit 
of t he treasurer, each recognizing the 
fact that it was impossible for the 
treasurer to personally keep in his 
possession the county money. This 
same condition exists today. 

COUNTY MUNICIPAL DEPOSIT ACT OK 

1907. 

This act authorizes the treasurer, 
upon application of any bank, to de¬ 
posit therein county funds on said 
bank giving to the treasurer as securi¬ 
ty bonds in a sum ten per cent in ex¬ 
cess of the amount borrowed, and re¬ 
quires the bank to pay at least two 
per cent interest upon daily balances; 
all of said money is subject to with¬ 
drawal by the treasurer on demand, 
making it practically a commercial 
account. 

After this act was passed we advised 
the county treasurer that if any bank 
should make application to him for a 
deposit of any county money and 
would give him the proper security 
therefor and pay interest as required 


Attorney General, and said letters are 
now subject to the inspection of any 
person interested. 

Mr. Kertell, in his interview, is 
quoted as saying: 

“I went to various banks in Ban 
Francisco and found that many of 
them would be willing to accept our 
money and comply with all the pro¬ 
visions of the law.” 

However, he did not give the names 
of the banks he referred to,/nor did he 
have any one of them apply to Mr. 
Chamberlain for any portion of the 
county funds, as required by law. To 
supply this omission Mr. Chamber- 
lain wrote Mr. Kertell the following 
letter, which will speak for itself: 

“January 19th, 1910. 
“jftr. Geo. A. Kertell, 

Foreman of Grand Jury, 

Ban Mateo, California. 

Dear Sir: 

There is published in the Ban Fran¬ 
cisco Chronicle of this date a purport¬ 
ed interview with you giving the view's 
of the grand jury of which you are 
foreman concerning the Act of 1907 in 
reference to deposits of county money. 
In this interview you are quoted as 
saying: 

‘I went to various banks in Ban 
Francisco and found that many of 
them would be willing to accept our 
money and comply with all the pro¬ 
visions of the law r .' 

As you know, I heretofore wrote to 
each bank in this county asking if it 
would receive any sum on deposit, 
give security and pay interest, as pro¬ 
vided by said Act, and I delivered to 
you the answers of said banks from 
which you, of course, ascertained that 
no bank in this county gave a favor¬ 
able reply. I now further say that I 
wish as treasurer to avail myself of 
every opportunity to take advantage 
of the terms of said Act, and to that 
end I now request that you kindly 
forward me the names of the banks 
referred to in the foregoing quotation, 
and upon receipt of such names I will 
immediately write such banks and ask 
them to make application to me for 
deposits under said Act, and if they 
make application and comply with 
the terms of the statute I will at once 
make deposits with them. 

Trusting to hear from you by return 
mail, 1 remain, 

Yours very respectfully, 

I’. P. Chamberlain, 

County Treasurer.” 
Mr. Chamberlain not having been 
provided with a vault could not keep 
the county fupds in his possession. All 
of the banks of this county having 
not only failed to lapply for but hav¬ 
ing declined to accept, any of the 
county funds under the terms of this 
act, and no bank in Ban Frhnc isco or 
elsewhere having appliedfcfor an y of 
said funds, the treasurer lias be en un- 
able to deposit any money under this 
act. 

Mr. Kertell, in this same interview, 
says: 

“The law does not state that he 
shall keep the money in his posiession, 
but merely directs him to keep it in a 
safe place.” 

This the county treasurer has com¬ 
plied with by depositing the funds of 
the county in several of the local 
banks. By so doing has he transgress¬ 
ed the law? Has he, according to Mr. 
Kertell’s own interpretation of the 
law ? 

LIABILITY OF TREASURER OR BANKS 
FOR INTEREST. 

A resolution was introduced by the 
chairman of the board of supervisors 
directing the district attorney to com¬ 
mence suit against Mr. Chamberlain 
to recover interest on deposits. We 


able. He explained it to me very fully 
and can see no reason why the banks 
and treasurer should not comply with 
the law.” 

We desire to say that a member of 
our firm also called on Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Webb and explained to him the 
situation—that the treasurer had not 
been furnished by the county with any 
office or vault or safe—and the attor¬ 
ney general then stated that the opin¬ 
ion given by him to Mr. Kertell was 
based upon the supposition that the 
treasurer had been furnished with 
proper facilities for taking care of and 
safely keeping the county money. We 
have since forwarded to the attorney 
general copies of letters addressed by 
the> treasurer to the grand jury and 
banks of this county, and also copies 
of the answers received by the treas¬ 
urer. 

The First National Bank some days 
ago addressed a communication to the 
grand jury and therein requested a 
hearing by it, and suggested that Hon¬ 
orable U. B. Webb, attorney general, 
be asked to appear before and advise 
the grand jury, and if these efficient 
state officers shall say that the treas¬ 
urer or either bank is not properly de¬ 
positing or holding any money, and 
suggest what shall be done with it, 
their direction will be promply follow¬ 
ed. 

What further can the jurors or the 
tax payers suggest? 

Let us have light. 

Trusting this whole matter may be 
definitely settled at an early day and 
to the mutual satisfaction of all con¬

Thousands of young men he 
saw were expending every cent of 
their earnings for a bare living amid 
squalid surroundings, and he erected 
cheap hotels where food and lodging 
could be obtained at a minimum price 
and where a man’s self respect would 
not suffer. 

Object Lessons In Thrift. 

These hotels, of which there are now 
three in New York city, are object 
lessons in thrift, cleanliness and de¬ 
cency. There the man of small in¬ 
come may live w’ell at a small cost 
and absorb a motive to save a part 
of the earnings that he would other¬ 
wise have to expend for food and lodg¬ 
ing. He also erected several model 
tenements for families of small re¬ 
sources and found that these people 
respond quickly to the uplifting influ¬ 
ences of modern sanitation and mod¬ 
erate rentals. Although his charities 
were broad, he was always thinking 
of a way to help men to help them¬ 
selves before the time came when they 
had to be helped by their more fortu¬ 
nate fellows. 

Mr. Mills was born in North Sa¬ 
lem, N. Y., on Sept. 5, 1825. He 
was the fourth son of James Mills and 
Hannah Ogden Mills of North Salem 
In December, 1849, he started for Cali 
fornia, going around the Horn, and 


arrived at San Francisco on June 8, 
1849. From that day his name was 
Interwoven with the story of the 
growth of California. 

Became a Leading Banker. 

He established the banking house 
of D. O. Mills & Co. of Sacramento, 
which is still the leading bank of the 
Interior of California. Although Mr. 
Mills spent the greater part of recent 
years in New York, he passed some 
months each year in California. 

Mr. Mills married on Sept. 5, 1854, 
Miss Jane Templeton Cunningham of 
New York, who died on April 26, 1888. 

When young Mills left his home in 
Westchester county, N. Y., to win a 
place for himself in New York that 
city was little more than a provincial 
town, with Avoods and meadows co\ T er- 
ing the district north of the city hall. 

It was not difficult to obtain a clerk¬ 
ship in a bank in those days, and Mr. 
Mills was not long in finding work. 
He Avas not satisfied with the outlook 
for promotiou. however, and gave up 
the position for a better one in Buf¬ 
falo, where he soon became cashiei^ 
and his employer’s partner. The first 
rumors of the discovery of gold in 
California found him an eager listener, 
a^id he resolved to try his fortunes in 
this new western world. 

Got the “Gold Fever.” 

The “gold fever’’ which possessed 
him was not of the speculative char¬ 
acter, which Avas typical of the man. 
He argued that the rush of men to 
the gold sections of Calhomia would 
result in suffering from lack of the 
necessities of life and that there would 
be a dearth of business organization. 

Investing his savings in a stock of 
mining supplies, he made his first ap¬ 
pearance in the gold fields as a mer¬ 
chant. He was successful from the 
start. Sacramento was not much more 
than a village at that time, but the 
proximity of the diggings made it a 
center of trade with the miners. It, , 
was not long before he had establish- . 
ed a bank, the first institution of the 
kind on the Pacific coast. It became 
a prominent factor in the growth of 
the community surrounding it. 

The bank spread out into a network * 
of enterprises and was finally follow¬ 
ed by the Bank of California, which 
Mr. Mills helped to organize in San 
Francisco and of which he was the 
first president. The institution soon 
attained ap international prominence. 

A otUu'i/lc Cl a**v v •••• 

was displayed on one occasion in the 
fifties when an amateur dramatic per¬ 
formance was given in Sau Francisco 
for the benefit of some, deserving char¬ 
ity.

In 
the last act McDermott dropped hls^ 
sword and, stooping awkwardly, pick¬ 
ed it up. There was a titter in the 
audience, which increased as the luck¬ 
less performer asked. “What shall 
do with this envenomed blade?”

Several years ago it was written of 
Count Leo Tolstoy, the Russian nov¬ 
elist, philosopher and reformer, that 
while he was in no sense a popular 
author his books had a wider circula¬ 
tion than those of any other writer 
living at that time. His books have 
been translated into no less than forty- 
five different languages and dialects. 

The man whose views were thus dis¬ 
seminated throughout the civilized 
world succeeded in achieving his aim 
to make his life an open book t© be 
read of all mankind. Born to wealth, 
he renounced the world when he real¬ 
ized its vanities and retired to his es¬ 
tate to live the life of a farmer and 
to preach in his writings the doctrines 
of humanity. In the quiet of Yasnaya 
Polyana, his estate in southern Rus¬ 
sia, Tolstoy, working side by side with 
the benighted and ignorant Russian 
peasants, became a philosopher, an ex¬ 
pounder of Biblical teachings and an 
exponent of the creed that every man 
should earn his bread by the sweat of 
his brow. 

Once a lady philanthropist crossed 
the Russian frontier to visit Tolstoy. 
Ushered into the presence of the phi¬ 
losopher, she uttered the usual con¬ 
ventional greetings and explanations 
of her visit, while he eyed her silently 
and in abstraction, "as if,” she said 
afterward, “he were quietly turning 
back the top of my head and looking 
at the thoughts Inside.” When she 
had finished speaking he touched her 
arm, which was covered, as was the 
fashion at that time, with a large 
sleeve, and said: “Why do you wrap 
so much cloth on your arms? If you 
ripped it off it would make a good 
frock for a little girl.” 

Decried All Wars. 

Some years ago Count Tolstoy de¬ 
cried all revolutions and wars, declar¬ 
ing that there never was a good war. 
His address to his dear brother the 
emperor, written at the time of the 
Russo-Japanese war, was all in sorrow, 
not in anger; a warning, not a threat. 
Epitomized, the statements of Tolstoy 
were: 

First.—The working people desire to be 
delivered from special laws that place 
them in the position of a pariah, de¬ 
prived of ail the rights of other citizens. 

Second.—They desire freedom of remov¬ 
al from place to place, freedom of educa¬ 
tion, freedom of conscience and, above 
all, freedom in the use of the land, the 
abolition of the right of landed property. 

Proof of His Humor. 

Despite the general seriousness of 
his views of life and its obligations, 
the following incident is a proof of 
Tolstoy’s sense of humor: Once an 
American millionaire and his com¬ 
panions wanted very much to see the 
great author, and eventually this was 
arranged, the stipulation being that 
no one should speak to Tolstoy. 

Tolstoy took his seat on the balcony 
of his home, and the Americans filed 
past in solemn procession. Everything 
went well until the last lady arrived. 
She, however, did not keep her part 
of the bargain, for, bending forward, 
she called out: "Leo Toystoy! Leo 
Tolstoy! All your great works have 
deeply influeuced my life, but espe¬ 
cially”— And here she stopped short, 
having forgotten the name of the 
book. The great author leaned over 
the edge of the balcony and said smil¬ 
ingly, “ ‘Dead Souls,’ perhaps.” “Yes, 
yes,” answered the lady. “Ah, in¬ 
deed!” said Tolstoy. “That book is 
by Gogol and not by me.” 

Experience With a Policeman. 
Once in Moscow Count Tolstoy saw 
a persistent beggar asking alms, who 
exclaimed, “A little penny, brother, in 
the name of Christ!” 

A police officer approached. He was 
young, martial and wrapped in the 
regulation sheepskin. At sight of him 
the beggar fled, hobbling away in 
fright and haste. 

“Is it possible,” said Tolstoy to him¬ 
self, “that people are forbidden to ask 
charity in Christ’s name in a Christian 
land?” 

“Brother,” he said to the policeman, 
“can you read?” 

“Yes,” said the officer politely. 

“Have you read the Bible?” 

“Yes.”

Was Prominent Aviator. 

Leon Delagrange. the Frenchman 
who was recently killed when his 
monoplane broke in midair at Bor¬ 
deaux, France, was well known as an 
aviator, not only as having at various 
times held the record for speed and 
distance, but also for his daring. His 
career was marked by several serious 
accidents before the fatal one, but he 
continued his exploits, earning the 
reputation of a man who would run a 
good deal of risk rather than disap¬ 
point the spectators who had gathered 
tQ see him fly. 

Well known already as an automo- 
bilist, Delagrange took up aviation in 
the early stages of the sport and made 
his first public ascent at Bagatelle, 
France, on March 16, 1907, in a bi¬ 
plane. He was satisfied then with a 
flight of thirty feet, but a few days 
later he took a passenger up and ac¬ 
complished 453 feet. 

On Nov. 5, 1907, he met with his first 
accident at Issy. France. His machine 
fell and was smashed, but he escaped 
with a few bruises and cuts. At Issy 
also in the following May he had a 
narrow escape, as with Farman he was 
competing for the Armegaud prize of 
$2,000 for a flight of fifteen minutes. 
He was traveling fast near the ground, 
and his machine swerved toward the 
crowd of spectators. He at once shut 
off power and in descending crashed 
into a motorcar. The machine was 
smashed to atoms, but Delagrange es¬ 
caped almost uninjured. 

Again he was hurt in the next spring 
in an exhibition flight at Milan before 
Queen ^argherita of Italy, but so lit¬ 
tle was he unnerved that eleven days 
later he gave another exhibition be¬ 
fore her majesty, remaining in the air 
for 10 minutes 11 seconds and cover¬ 
ing a little over eleven miles. For this 
performance, a record at the time, he 
received a special gold medal. 

At Issy, on Sept. G, 1908. Delagrange 
made another record. He flew fifteen 
and two-fifth miles in 29 minutes and 
54 4-5 seconds and came to the ground 
only because his petrol was exhausted. 
At that time this beat Wright’s and 
Farman’s records by twelve minutes. 

In May last year Delagrange, at Ju- 
vissy, won the Lagatineri prize, making 
three and six-tenth miles in 10 min¬ 
utes 18 seconds. At the Rheims com¬ 
petitions in August he used for the 
first time a monoplane, but achieved 
no great success, being placed tenth 
for speed and eighth for distance. On 
one occasion his propeller broke, and 
he was badly bruised. He then visited 
Denmark and flew for fifteen minutes 
for King Frederick at Aarhus. 

Ilis first sensational flight, however, 
was made on Oct. 2G, 1909. At Don¬ 
caster, in England, he covered six 
miles in 7 minutes 3G seconds, at a 
rate at times of over fifty miles an 
hour. He also established a speed rec¬ 
ord of 1 mile and 8G0 yards in 1 min¬ 
ute 47 1-5 seconds—that is, about fifty- 
four miles an hour. His machine on 
this occasion was a Bleriot monoplane. 

On Thursday, Dec. 30, 1909, he ac¬ 
complished another world’s speed rec¬ 
ord. At Juvissy in trying to win the 
Michelin cup he flew 124 miles in 2 
hours 32 minutes, an average speed of 
forty-nine miles an hour. 

Many honors were conferred on De¬ 
lagrange for his achievements. Among 
them were the Order of the Legion of 
Honor, an enamel medal by the Acad¬ 
emy of Sciences, Paris, and the presi¬ 
dency of the Aviation Club of France 
for 1907. His pastimes consisted in 
hunting, horseback riding and automo- 
biling.

We are of the opinion that the new 
year will see much progress in aero¬ 
nautics not ouly in America, but in all 
the civilized nations that have taken 
up the art of flying. Better motors, 
greater speed and improvement in de¬ 
tails are some of the things we expect 
in connection with the aeroplane. It 
is almost certain also that flying will 
be taken up by amateurs to a great 
extent during the next few months. 
Two big events that will arouse world¬ 
wide interest will be held in America 
—namely, the Gordon Bennett interna¬ 
tional balloon race and the Gordon 
Bennett flying machine cup event. 
Both of these will add much zeal to 
the flying business and are sure to put 
aeronautics on a stronger basis in the 
United States. 

My brother and I will probably be 
busy manufacturing aeroplanes in 
1910. We expect to do little if any 
flying ourselves and will devote what 
time we have to the scientific end of 
the business in the hope of bringing 
our machine to greater perfection. One 
other thing that we expect to do in the 


new year is td buna some facing ma¬ 
chines. We have never built a ma¬ 
chine especially for speed. The one 
we built for the United States govern¬ 
ment was faster than our others, but 
it was not designed for speed as much 
as for capacity and long distance fly¬ 
ing. But our intentions are to build 
a machine especially designed for rac¬ 
ing.
